'I'lie workint; man who has been iisked 
wliat he thought alioiit the bombardment 
of Alexandria forts and the dispatch of 
Sir Garnet Wolseley has shaken his head 
and has signified a lugubrious belief that 
he supposed it was inevitable, since iMr. 
(iladstono had .sot this policy on fnot. 
Neitlier tlie country nor the liouse of 
commons has as yet seen the last of the 
rRsnlt.s of the personal ascendancy of the 
prime minister, Unles.s any unforeseen

LOSS OF A OAKASIAN LAZE 
BOAT. 

Over Ono HunArod Livos Sacrificed. 

CoLi.iNii WOOD, Out. , Sept. 17. — D. A. 
Tinkes and Christie Ann Morrison, .sup- 
posed to be the only snrvivoi-s of the 
wrecked steamer Asia, have arrived here. 
Tinkes reports that he boarded the .Vsia 
near Owen Sound in coiui)any w ith .1. H. 
Tiukeaand.l. II. l!all;ighar of Maniton, 
The steamer was crowded, all the state 
roonis were full and many passengers 
were lying on the sofas and the cabin 
tloor. About 11 o'clock Tluu'sdny niorii- 
iiig the shin struck. My uncle, .J. H. 
Tinkes, jumped up and said the boat was 
doomed. Dishes and chairs wore Hying 
in every direction. We left the cabin, 
and found dilllculty in getting on deck, 
the boat rolling so heavily. 1 got a life- 
preserver and put it on. Tlie boat fell 
into the trough of the sea and would not 
obey her lielm. .She rolled heavily for 
about 'JO minutes, when she was struck 
hy a heavy sea, foundered and went down 
with engines working about 11:30. The 
Asia was making for French river, and 
had nu'n, horses and lumbermen's sup- 
plies. 1 saw three boiits lowered. 1 
was in the first boat; about eight more 
were with mo at first. iMoro got in till 
the boat was overloaded, and she turned 
over twice. The people chuig to my 
life-preserver, which got displaced and I 
threw it oil'. I then left the boat and 
swam to the captain's boat, which was 
near by, and asked John iVIcDougali the 
purser, to help me in. He said it was 
little use, but gave me his liand. 
\\ hen I got in there were eighteen 
in the boat. There was a larger number 
in and clinging to the boat I had left. I 
know notliing uf the third boat. Our 
boat rolled over and I missed McDougal. 
People were hanging to spars and other 
parts of wreckage. Our boat was full 
of wattM- and the sea constantly breaking 
over us. ( )ne of the th-st to die in our 
boat was a cabin boy. lie was dying and 
being supported by one of the men when 
a wave washed him overboard. The next 
to go was a boat-hand, who jumped out. 
I coidd see him paddling around in tlio 
water for nearly one hundred yards. Our 
number was now reduced to seven, live of 
whom died before reaching the beach. 
Captain Savage, who was the last to die, 
expired in my arms about midnight of 
Tliursd.ay. John Little, of Sault St. 
.Marie, Mate McDonald and two otlier.s, 
nami.'s unknown, al.so died, '{'he boat 
finally stranded near I'uint Harrie, about 
daylight Friday, with Miss Morrison and 
myself as the only survivors. Wo put the 
bodies out on the beach and pried the 
boat oil" with an oar, but did not bail it 
out. Miss Morrison and T went down the 
beach in the boat to a derrick, about two 
miles distant, and laid on the beach all 
night. .Vbout 8 o'clock .Saturday luorning 
an Indian came along and I engaged him 
to bring u.s to Parry Sound. He would 
not bring the bodies. The steamer North- 
ern ISelle, of the same lino, whicil reached 
here this nnu'iiing, has been furnished 
with ice, etc., and hits left for the bodies. 
Probably about one hmulred are on 
board.

'I'lie vice- 
regal party which left the city yesterday

I heir party. The cttptaiu was very much 
frightened and at once ordered his ^i.4 
and went mi linardthe revenue cutter 
Kicliard liiisli, lying near liy. t.'a|itaiii 
lloopiu'was not present, bin l.ieiileiiaiit 
Hen-ing, who was in charge, sent In Oak- 
land, where Captain Hooper resides, ;iiid 
in a short time the latter .-irrived, and 
with two boats maniiiHl ^vitli marines e\- 
aniiiied every tloating article, inrliidiug, 
stray barrels and buckets, and other im- 
plements bearing a suspicious aiJiiearaiicc, 
in search of concealed torpedoes. The 
boats preceded the Mol'herson, which 
contained tho vice-regal party, on their 
way to the Coinus.

lieyoiid the arm bridge Ex Conn. Rus- 
sell has thrown a line across the road, 
extending from his gate to tlie trees on 
the opposite side, and flung to the 
breeze a number of large llags. At tho 
Half-way house .lames Hlaiul has erected 
a lattice-work arch edged with evergreen. 
.Vcross the Victoria side runs tho legend, 
'Hiod Save the ljueen," on the reverse, 
"Welcome, Lorne and Louise," the whole 
surmounted hy tho British ensign. From 
the house on either side of the road <!X- 
tends an avenue of evergreens. Uoran's 
Xew Inn and the Cuacii and Horses are 
decorated with evergreens and Htigs. In 
Esciuimalt town there are neither arches 
iior decorations nf any kind. 

THE nOCKYAKD. 

Across the entrance of tho dockyard 
a handsome arch has been thrown and 
surmounted by a crown. Its pillara are 
adorned with natural flowers ai'.d other 
beautiful emblems, ivliile the balconies of 
a neat cottage mi the left as one enters is 
a parterre of Flora's rarest gifts. From 
the arch to the dockyard jetty tho visitor 
follows neatly kept walks and avenues 
lined cm either side with tho snug facto- 
ries and storehouses, with here and there 
groups of ^re;u anchors or large mounds 
of shot and shell. I'^laborate preparations 
have been made for the ucconnnodation 
of visitors on either side of tho jetty, 
where the Marquis and Princess will 
land. 

mil' o.vrKs. 

The l.uig perspective of Point Ellice 
bridge, with its tl.igs and green decora- 
tions, terminating in the lofty arch at its 
further extremity, has a fine effect. The 
decoratioi.ia consist of festoons interlacing 
each other siispiMided from tlag-poles'Sur- 
111 uiuted by bannerets in ri-d, white and 
lilue, while hall way down similar small 
llaL;s are displayed in groups of three. 
Tie- arcli al the end of the bridge, in- 
tended to typify the city gates, is also 
comiiloted. It consksts of towers on 
citlier side, covered with evergreens, sur- 
uiounleil by liarapets, with a main arch- 
way, o\i>r ulucli a broad circular jiedi- 
nient rises bearing tho ntotto on the 
bridge side, "(bid Save the t,>ueon and 
Welcome to the Royal CJucsts. " in the 
space below the city arms are displayed. 
t)n the city side, on a circular pediment, 
is the motto, "Ivoyal Hearts and English 
Homes, ' aiul below the Roy.d.Vrms. The 
decorations of I he second bridge are similar 
to lliost! ot the Point Ellice bridge. 

A1.1UOX WOUKS. 

.\t the corner of Store and Discoveiy 
streets a tlag-pole 7.''' feet high diH[daya 
tile union jnck at the .\lbion S'v'urks. On 
.Sli.re sheet the spirited [n'oprietor of 
these works has erected a handsome and 
uniiiiie arch. It consists mainly of a 
i;eiilre iii'eli, with two towers, and on 
eil her side I Wii smalli'r pinnacles, on the 
sumniil of which are placed bronzed 
fiiuntaiiis, throwing water. These are 
haiul.ioniely deci/i'.iled w itli llowers. ( )|i 
I he top of the centre arch is a fmir-horso 
power vertical engine, handsomely paint- 
ed, which is run by steam conveyed by 
pipi's from the wi.rks. The arch is re- 
lieved with draiicry in red, while and 
bine, 'file summits of the lowers bear 
■silver shields with the moiiogi-am "L," 
while on llie city side a broad white 
band extends over the arch, with the 
motto "f!od pave tho Queen," that on tho 
other side being the word " Welcome. ' 
1 iiiNKsr, .Mirii. 

'file (,'liinese arch at the junction of 
Store and ('(Uinorant streets is in the 
form of a lofty Chinese temple, and con- 
sists of a main arch, with two lower side 
arches, the whole suriuounted with the 
usual pagoda rimfs (green striped with 
wlule) and Ikii; -pole.s be.irilig Chinese 
stanilarda. 

Till' arch has three sides, the decora- 
ti.iiis of which are similar, as follows: 
InMieath the roof of the centre urch are 

I wii line large Chinese lanterns; below, 
the nmlto ill English, ' "I'he (Jrienl (ireets 
tint ( Iccidiuil,' and beneath a row of Chi 
iiese lanterns, with a large frame contain- 
ing a fine theatrical group, in which the 
miniature figures are beaiitif iiUy executed 
and richly costumed. Helow this is a 
hir'.;e oblong laiitiTii with two wings, and 
on eil her side t Wo line bronze lanterns, 
'file side arches, which are inoslly filled 
ill, contain curiously executed pciidaiil 
baskets of urtiiicial lUnvers, with lanterns 
on either side. On the Cormorant street 
front is the motto, " (!nd Save the 
IJueeii." 'I'he iiiterioi ,if i he arch is de- 
corated with liaiidsoiiie lanterns, picturc^s 
and miniature theatrical scenes similar in 
linish and stylo to those outside. The 
arch attracts much attention. 

KIKK.MKN's AKlll. 

'I'he firemen's arch, at the intersection 
uf (liivernment and .lohiisoii streets, is 
composed of ladders in the form of a 
triangle, covered with evergreens and de- 
corated with a variety of tire apparatus, 
such as hose branches, buckets, nozzles, 
axes, etc. On the south side, near the 
apex, are the Hoyal .Vrms, and below the 
iiiott.i, "Our .Mill ihc Public (iuod," and 
still linver, "WiUiiij; Hearts and Hands. " 
On Ihe north siih' is the motto, "We 
.Strive to Save," and below, "Welcome." 
'I'his is a very pretty arch as regards de- 
sign, and rellects great credit on the in- 
genuity and taste of the department. 

1 IVIi' .Mllll. 

'I'he main arch at the intersection of 
( Jovernment and ^'ates streets is a massive 
and imposing castellated structure cov- 
L-red with evergreens, consisting of four 
sipiaii; lowers with connecting para[)ets. 
The archway opens along (Jovernment 
street, and oil either side of the main 
arch are smaller [loinled ones. Over the 
priiicilial archway is the motto, "All Our 
Children Cireet You," and on the north 
side, in a similar position, is the motto, 
"Welcome to otir (iovenior-Oeneral antl 
II. R. II. the Princess Louise." Inside 
the arch are six tiers of seats for specta- 
tors. On the sumiiiit in the centre rises 

II tall tla"-pole bearing the union jack, 
from which diverge festoons of evergreens 
in ditrcrent directions, 'lliere are also 
Hags on the four towers, and between 
them and the centre llag-pide strings of 
llags are suspended, forming a very ani- 
mated variety of color. 

After this dcscriiitioii was written tho 
arcli was fjurthcr decorated with red, 
white and blue shields on the four towers, 
bearing the words, "Louise and Lorne," 
and below, the monogram "L" in red: 
"\" and "I! " were placed on Ihe centre 
arch on both sides, fnuii which were also 
hung a number of Cliineso lanterns, and 
these were also extended in lines along 
the other sides. 

'fo the i'ouili of the arch, on tho west- 
ern side of the street, extends five tiers 
of seats 70 feet long, all'urding accnm.uo- 
dation for 400 school children. 

FORT-STREET ARCIt. 

At the head of Fort street the arch is 
of the Tudor period, consistius of two 



hexagonal towers, with parapets and a | 
centre arch surmounted by an embattled : 
gable. The whole is painted in imitation | 

of stone work, and there is a short screen | 
of evergreens on eillier side. The in- 
terior of the arch is draped with English 
and American Hags. The structure is 
surmounted by Hags, and on tho fmnt 
facing the town is the motto, "Victoria 
Welcomes Queen Viotm-ia's Daughter;" 
and facing thcCadhoro Hay road, "riiioii 
is Strength."

A few feet from the entrance g:ite^ of 
(iovernmont House rises a handiiome arch 
erected by Mr. George Baker. The de- 
sign Consists of a centre eiiibatlled arch 
and two smaller ones. 'I'lie side l.iW.'is 
are tilled in over the arches with ..claLion 
lattice work backed with cilored clolli 
and covered with eviu-greeiis . There are 
Hags at the corners of all tin- .u clies, the 
main arch having a large tlagslall', from 
which handsoiuo festoons depend.

White vs. CMnoae Labor. 

'I'here are those who have stoutly cmi- 
teudcil, and still contend, that certain in- 
dustries cannot be successfully carried on 
in this country, nuleed on this coast, 
without Chinese labor. We shall confine 
the present remarks to two — cigar-making 
and lisli-canning. It has lieeii broad.ly 
held that the cheaiier labor and inore 
nimble lingers of the iMiiiig'ol are essen- 
tial to tlie mannfactiire of cigars on the 
Pacific coast — that ia, so as to coiii])ete 
successfully with other countries. .-Veting 
under that conviction those embarkine in 
cigar making in San Francisco em|iluyed 
Cliiiiese labor almost exclusively. Rut, 
as has 'been the case in boot and shoe 
niiiking, in tailoring and other braiiehea 
of industry in San Francisco, ".John" has 
to a great o.Ktent advanced from the posi- 
tion of employee to that of boss manu- 
facturer, and it is an undeniable facf that 
the great bulk of Iho cigars iiianufactiired 
in Sail Francisco to-day are not only 
iuaiiiii|mlated by iMuiignlian lingers, but 
are the product of Chinese tiatabli.sli- 
nieiits. Twi) or three years ago JMr. 
.John Kurtz embarked in the manufiicture 
of cigars at Victoria, and he courageniisly 
inscribed "No Chinesi; Labor" on his 
trade-mark. Friends doubled. \>'ise ..nes 
predicted failure. "'I'.ni cannot,' .,aid 
they, "compete with Clinie-^.- labor in S.aii 
Francisco; much less can you hope to l um. 
pete with Chiiieao hibor in N'lctoria.'' Rnl 
Mr. Kurtz was not to be discoiir.igeil m 
this way. He had faith in while, free 
labor, and he pressed oiiwaid, iidherine 
failhfiilly to bis v.nv that iiu slave ..r 
Mongolian labor should he ap|ihod t.i the 
l)rodiictioii of his cigars. And what has 
been the result ( The favorite cigar in 
British Colunibia to-day ia the Kurtz 
cigar. It IS f.iund in every respi:ctable 
esl.d)li.-<huienl where eigais are kepi and 
ciinioisseuis ask tur n. 'fluue are to lie 
found iileiity uf c gais lualmfactured by 
Chinese in .San I'r.iiicisco and in N'ictoria, 
and Some of them have very line names. 
Ion ; but no connoi-.seur who l.ai smoked 
the Kurtz cigar would tolerate them. N. t 
only has iMr. K uri z's adv cut iire been on- 
lirely niicce.^.sfiil ni su i'.ir as pruibu.'ing a 
lirst-rate article is coiicei ncd but he has 
been successful in securing ihe best trade 
of the country and, what is of vil il ii,v 
;i..ilaiic.', in deiiioiistratini; that the tliin;^ 
can lie done with while labor at a satis- 
fact..ry profit. In f.ict lu' has practically 
pushed ( 'Iniiese ciL;aniiakiiig to the wall. 
On |iatriot ic ^ri .iuiids he wmild have a 
rn.Jil to appeal to tlii! country. Hut ho 
h.is iiii n.'ed to d.i iliat. 'I'he superior 
ipiahiy of his cigars appeals irresistibly tu 
the t.istc of the smoker. Oh' for a Kurtz 
in the laniiing business! We are per- 
suaded ih.'it precisely the s.ime results 
ivoiild follow, in Hit far as ilein.iiisti.uing 
the fact thai white labor is prefeiiibh. to

China and Japau. 

Vi)ii.on.v.\n, .Sept. 1. — 'fhe Japanoao on- 
\oy 1,11 Corea, wilh his suite and a 
small military eacorl uf only half a battal- 
ion of infantry, reached .rinaoii. a seaptirt 
of Corea, on .Aiigiiai 12th. He w.is sa- 
luted by three .lajranuse war diips in the 
harbor and also by illiincso ships, from 
one of which came Chinese roproaeuta- 
tives to exchange oflioial courtesies. Tho 
•lapaneae landed immediately and were 
met, by a messenger from Tai On Kun, 
leader of the late outbreak and present 
head of the govcriiment, with an earnest 
roiiuest that they sf.ould not, proceed to 
the capital, aft'airs being still disordered 
and no guarantee of safety possible. 
Hannabusa, .lapanese oiivoy, refused to 
ili'l;iy and pr,>ssed forw.ard, entering Seoul 
.■\iig. null .litliuiit iiiole.ilation. The 
.laiianese at uiice distributed a notifica- 
tion aiinouii.;iiig ihoir peaceful intentions, 
explaining the prosoiico of soldiers as 
necessary for protection and showing the 
iieedleasiiess of disturbance and alarm. 
The return of the envoy to his post oc- 
ciirrod jusl twoiity-oiiu days after his 
expulsion from tho couiilry bj- a murder- 
ous inob. 'fhe ainalliicsa of the force 
aceuiiipaiiyiiig him was dictated by care- 
ful conaidoration, and contrasts effective- 
ly with ih.o big demonstration suddenly 
made by China, which has sent a large 
Heet and an imposing body of troops to 
tho scene, where there will probably bo 
nothing whatever for them to do. No 
intelligenco has arrived of Hannabusa's 
|>roceeding3 after he left Sooiil; but it is 
well vinderslood his demands will bo mod- 
erate, including punishment of leaders it? 
the assault, amide and public apology Soy 
the occiirreiice, pledges that no repetition 
shall fake place and coinpenaalion for 
damages and expenses incurred. The 
cholera has apiieared in and about Seoul. 

For publishing fraudulent dispatches, 
lU'ofeasedly from Corea, and thus exciting 
disquietude by alariuing report.s, two To- 
kio newspapers are suapendod, and orders 
given to prevent cipher telogranis froin 
points near Corea during tho existing cri- 
sis. 

HoNuKONu, Aug. 23. — Li Hung Chang, 
the leading statesman of China, allows 
liiinaelf determined to present a bold 
front ill tho Coroan buaineaa, although ho 
iitill remains in seclusion and acts by the 
agency of Ma, connnissionor to and from 
Corea. He has taken one atop which 
elicits considerable surprise, namely: dis- 
]iatchiiig certain ships of war officered by 
Engliflhmeii, notwithstanding it has been 
pointed out to him that no ship in the 
.laiiaiiese navy ever carries a foreigner. 
It is reported he has been driven beyond 
disoretion in this instance by exageoraled 
statoiiionts from tho Chinese envoy at 
''fokiu, who is greatly under the influence 
of tile Fmglish there, and who ia believed 
to have transmitted alarming and unwar- 
raiued predictiona of .Japaneau intontiona.
